Certainly not, It is never too early to start.after the land is fit to 
work. Asa matter of fact unless some work—discing or. cultivating—is 
done on the summerfallow early enough to kill the weeds while they are 
small, the main object of summerfallowing is defeated. 

True, these weéas can be killed when they are big by using the plow, 
but in the meantime they have pumped out of the land the moisture we 
had hoped to save. No amount of subsequent cultivation will put it back. It 
has gone to produce Russian Thistles, Tumbling Mustard and Stinkweed,. 
and is gone forever. J 

The moisture cannot be saved utilless the weeds are killed when they 
are small. Certainly it is not too early to begin work on the summerfallow. 

Mr. Murray has a circular on summerfallowing which he will send to 
any one who makes application for same.

Announced that Saskatchewan is Un- 
likely to be Represented on Trip 

BSaskatcliewan Js unlikely to be rep 
resented on the proposed § cruise 
through the Hudson Bay to be organ 
ized by the Federal Government tn 
August next, according to the present 
intentions of the Saskatchewan Goy 
ernment, as announced by Premicr 
Dunning in the legislature. He in 
timated an overland trip on the Hud 
som Bay Rafiway which some western 
provinces contemplated organizing in 
1923, would have more practical value 
than the proposed cruise through the 
Straits. 

Premier Dunning said some of the 
western provinces had in mind or 
ganizing an overland trip to. the bay 
over the Hudson Bay Railway during 
1928. . He believed *that would have 
more practical value than ai cruise 
through the Straits. The results of 
such a trip might de very valuable in 
the event of a controversy arising as 
to the suitability of one or other of 
the_two ports. The Government had 
been assurred, by high maritime au- 
thorities that the trip through the 
Straits in August would prove nothing, 
and that the passengers would not be 
able to see anything that would deter- 
mine the practibility of the route or 
otherwise.

1922 Busy Year in Oil Prospecting 

During the year 1922 boring opera- 
tions for the discovery of oil and gas 
wer econducted in different districts 
in the province of: Alberta, in the 
Northwest Territories, the Railway 
Belt of British Columbia, and some 
boring was done in the provinces oi 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

Up to the end of the last calendar 
year,.there had been about 230,000 
feet of drilling done in Alberta alone. 
The results have been the discovery 
and development of one of the greatest 
gas fields of the wold, the output of 
which amounts to “180,000,000 
feet per day, and is used for domes- 
tic and industrial purposes in many 
of the towns and cities of southern 
Albeyta, particularly in the cities of 
Medicine Hat and Calgary. 

In addition to the gas wells there 
are six wells producing oil in Alberta, 
all situated in the southern Alberta 
foot-hills area, and one well in the 
Northwest Territories. The output 
from the wells in southern Albetra is 
not large, but it has been found to be 
profitable to operate them.

Farmers and Banks. 

Nearly four thousand perfons des- 
ignated as farmers, ranchers and 
wheat growers in Canada were regis- 
vered as. shareholdérs in Canadian 
chartered banks in 1922, according to 
,a report recently tabled In the Cana 
dian parliament by the Minister of 
Finance. The number of farmer 
shareholders, by provinces, was as fol- 
lows: Alberta, 216; British Columbia 
93, Manitoba 830, New Brunswick 60, 
NNova Scotia 245, Ontario .

Hon. Charles Stewart has made his long and eagerly awaited statement.to 
Parliament outlining the immigration policy of the Dominion Government. 
That statement has, however, signally failed to arouse any enthusiasm either 
fn Parliament or throughout the country; in fact, taken on the whole, it has 
proved a grievous disappointment to all who were expecting real action.in 
regard to this subject which is admittedly of such vital importance to ‘the 
future development and prosperity of Canada. 

The lengthy delays before the Minister's announcement had-given rise to 
strong hopes that a far-reaching .and comprehensive immigration policy was 
being evolved. These hopes have been dashed, because there is nothing new, 
original or vigorous in the plans laid before Parliament; on the contrary, the 
policy outlined is so timid, and so palpably follows the lines of least resist- 
ance, that it has called forth strong criticism from even the staunchest of 
Liberal newspapers and outspoken opposition from Government supporters in 
the Commons. 

No one will attempt to deny the truth of Mr. Stewart's statement that 
anyone who could formulate an immigration policy for Canada that would be 
satisfactory to all people. would need to be a second Moses. Mr. Stewart 
talks optimistically of securing 200,000 immigrants for Canada this year, but 
if that number is achieved it will be, not because of the Government's plans, 
but in spite of them and because people cannot be wholly kept away from 
Canada. ae 

And; after all, what Are 200,000 new settlers in a country of Canada’s 
immense area and almost incalculable wealth of undeveloped natural re- 
sources, and which is now about the least thickly populated country in the 
world? Two hundred thousand additional people can be absorbed in Canada 


almost. without being noticed, especially as it is an admitted fact that this 


Dominion loses tens of thousands of people annually to the United States. 
This Dominion should aim at. receiving 200,000 from the British Isles ne 


-and as many more from all other countries combined. 


At a time when Australia is getting thousands of British settlers under 
the Empire Settlement scheme, the Canadian Government hesitates to adopt 
a really effective policy whereby this Dominion would receive its full share 
of immigrants from the Old Country, Instead, the Government seems to 
place its chief reliance in the Canada Colonization Association’ Granted that 


C.P.R., Canadian National Railways, and the Empire Settlement scheme, these 
should be but auxiliaries to the niain Government effort. 

Apparently the short-sighted attitude adopted by the leaders of organized 
labor on the question of immigration is largely responsible for the weak- 
kneed attitude of the Government. Labor, as has been repeatedly pointea 
No sane Canadian desires 
to see wages reduced in Canada below that which will guarantee to the work- 
er not merely_a decent but a good standard of living, but the fact remains 
that the average Canadian is not prepared to do the “rough” work which is 


required to be done in order that raw miaterials and means of transportation | 


shall be available for our industriés, and without such class of labor, Can- 
ada’s resources must remain undeveloped and her industries lanquish. 


Furthermore, just so long as this class of labor is lacking, and wages re- 
main at or close to the peak reached during the abnormal war years, costs of 
production and transportation must remain so high that the average resident 
cannot afford to purchase as freely as he otherwise would. ' The inevitable 
result is decreased sales, smaller production, and unemployment, and the 
greater the unemployment, the’ smaller the sales and the lower the produc- 
tion. A return to more normal conditions—which a large volume of immigra- 
tion would assist to bring—would mean an-increase in the purchasing power 
ofthe dollar, and eyen with a somewhat lower wage, the workman would find 
himself better off, purchases would increase, industry revive, and employment 
become more general. But organized labor persistently refuses to recognize 
these economic truths, and deliberately closes its eyes {o the fact that there 


altogether stop production, which means unemployment. Surely it would be 
better to have all employed at a reasonable wage, than to have some workmen 
employed at exceptionally high wages in Umifed productio# and others’ in 
idleness because work cannot be obtained. 

Nevertheless, the advocates of this shortsighted view appear to have the 
ear of the Government, thus bringing economic losses not alone on them- 
selves but the whole country. The only bright spot in this immigration mud- 
dle at Ottawa is the unofficial announcement that a separate Department of 
Immigration is to be created, because it is only human nature that anyone 
appointed to that portfolio will be anxious to show results and justify his 
appointment. Perhaps, then, Some life will be breathed into the dead bones 
of our national business of obtaining more, and many more people for this 
thinly populated Dominion.

“The Listener,” in the 
Transcript, tells anew the fascinating

“Constantly, in the United State 
the winter wheat belt encroacels on 
the spring wheat belt, There is even 
an idea, at Jeast among ithe winte 
wheat. farmers, that «spring wheat 
growing sooner or later comes (o an 
end by the exhaustion of the soil, even 
where fertilizers are used Some of 
the State®, like Wisconsin, which were 


once spring wheat states, now 
searcely any spring wheaf. 


“But the Canadians of the northwest 


produce 


Who have carried spring wheat culti 
vation to a more advanced point than 
people anywhere else, do not for a 
moment accept the notion, ‘Theirs is 
a. wheat country, It is a crop that 
they ‘must always depend mo&tly 
upon; and they are commilted to 
spring wheat forever. They have 
done wonderful. things. with their 
| wheat, They have (chiefly through 
the experiments of a family of men 
named Saunders—the father, Dr, Wil 


liam Saunders, and the sons, Charles 
Rm. and A. P,, developed a particular 
kind of wheat which does an almost 
miraculous thing. To suit Canadian 
production, a wheat must do five 
things: It must be able to grow and 
ripen inside of 70 days; it must resist 
intense cold; it must be able to resist 
drought; it must have high milling 
and baking qualities, and it must pro 
duce a large quantity of grain to the 
Jacre. There were in existence, when 
the Saunders began experimenting in 

Ottawa, wheats which would do one 
or another of these things, but not one 
[which would do them a3. ‘There was 

4 kind of wheat which grew in Russia, 
called Ladoga, from the great far nor- 
thern lake of that name, which would 
grow and ripen in the Arctic Circle. - 
But it did not mill well nor make good 
bread~-its bread was coarse and yel- 
low--and it was a poor yielder. ‘The 
Red Fife of the United States had ex- 

cellent milling qualities, and that: was 

generally raised in Canada, but it was 
not quick enough for the Canadian 
summer. ‘The Saunders’ stunt was io 
keep ihe Ladoga earliness and unite 
it with the Red Fife quality. By care- 
ful plant breeding they accomplished . 
this. Then the productiveness. For 
that, the Saunders employed an Indian 
wheat ¢alled Hard Red Calcutta, which 
was also drought resisting. And any- 
way, with one thing-and another, they 
kept at work year after year, cross 
breeding. the strains, selecting grains, 
mixing one whéat merit with anothec 
wheat merit, until at last they had 
produced a wheat that will ripen in 
the short summer of the far nortlr, 
will sland up against drought, wil 
make excellent white bread, and. will : 
produce up to 65 bushels to the acre! 

And then, with (rue Britjah respect 
for a noble pedigree, Mr, C. E, Saun- 
ders called his apex pred Marquis 
wheat, and presented it to his coun- 
trymen! 

“It was a Royal gift. Royal? No 
king could have made ft. It increas- 
ed the productiveness of the Canadian 
prairies several fold. It was not 
merely making two blades of grass 
Brow where one grew before~-it was 
making abdut 50 bushels of perfect 
wheat grow where 26, of a poor a 
ity grew before. It représented a con- 
quest of cold and drougirt, an easing 
up of the conditions of farm life on the 
prairie,-and a great extension of set- 
tlement, It probably, when history's 
account is made up, will be found to 
have added millions of men and wo- 
men to the population of Canada who 
might otherwise not have. been born 
there or reamined there. It is no 
wonder that Canadians are asking 
themselves what honor they can pay 
tothe name of the Saunders who ig 
gone, and to the personality of those 
who remain, which will be commen- 
surate with the service rendered, The 
Dominion made C, BE. Saunders her 
‘cerealist,' She, or Mother England, 
ought at least to make him a Mar-, 
quis! The United States ought to 
Join in in the ordinary honor to him 
it cannot give him any other tit'e than 
possibly that of ‘Colonel’—-for th, Mar 
quis wheat is as available for produc- 
tion in the United States as it is in 
Canada, and how covers vast areas ip 
the Dakotas and Minnesota,”
